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DataSend was created to enhance the waypoint features of your Magellan GPS 315 
or GPS 320 receiver. DataSend contains a large database of waypoints, or Points of 
Interest (POIs), which can be selected and uploaded to your GPS 315/320. You can 
choose from over 500,000 POIs from 37 different categories covering a wide range of 
needs and interests. Up to 19,820 POIs from a maximum of ten different categories 
can be loaded into the GPS 315/320 at one time. 

DataSend is easy to use. Suppose you are planning a vacation in San Francisco and 
you want to play some golf and go sailing while you are there. After starting 
DataSend, use the zoom and region selection tools to focus on the San Francisco 
Peninsula. After defining the region, you can select different categories of POIs. In 
this case, the categories are Golf Courses and Boats & Canoes. Each POI from the 
selected categories that appears within the defined region can be saved in a region 
file (*.rgn). After saving the file, simply connect your GPS 315/320 to a COM port 
on your PC and use the data transfer tool to load the file into your receiver. 

After uploading a region file to the GPS 315/320, you can select any POI in the file as 
a destination and navigate to it. You can also string several POIs together in a route 
and navigate to them one after the other. If you are not sure which POI to visit first, 
the GPS 315/320 can sort the POI list to show the nearest 20 POIs. See Chapter 4, 
Reference, in the GPS 315/320 User Manual for more information on using POIs. 



Minimum PC Requirements 

DataSend is a 32-bit Windows application requiring the following minimum PC 
system components: 

• Windows 95, Windows 98, or Windows NT (version 4.0 or higher) 

• 486, 66 MHz 

• 60 Megabytes (MB) hard disk space 

• 16 MB RAM 

• CD-ROM drive 

• 256 color display 

• One available RS232 COM port 

Installation 

1. Start Windows. Close all active programs. 

2. Insert the DataSend CD into your CD-ROM drive. 

3. Open the Start menu and click on Run. 
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4. Type D:\ setup and click OK. If your CD-ROM drive is not D, type the 
appropriate letter in its place. 

5. Follow the on-screen installation instructions. You can choose from three 
installation options: 

• Typical- Requires 60 MB of hard disk space. Loads the DataSend 
application and the background maps. Does not load POI files, so the 
DataSend CD must be in the CD-ROM drive when using DataSend. 

' Compact- Requires 3.5 MB of hard disk space. Loads only the DataSend 
program. Does not load POI files or background maps, so the DataSend 
CD must be in the CD-ROM drive when using DataSend. 

• Custom- Installs the same files as Typical, and allows you to choose which 
POI files to install. You can load all POI files or designate specific POI 
files. Loading all files occupies 212 MB of hard disk space. The DataSend 
CD is not required to use DataSend. If you later decide you want another 
set of POI files loaded to your PC, you must reinstall DataSend. 

Starting DataSend 

1. Click the Start button. 

2. Select the Programs folder. 

3. Select the DataSend folder. 

4. Click the DataSend application to start and open the DataSend main win- 
dow (Figure 1).

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Using the Help System 



DataSend has a context-sensitive Help pointer, in addition to the Help menu. Click 
the Help button on the Toolbar to activate the Help pointer, and then click on a 
menu item, tool button, or in the main window for context sensitive help. 

Select Help Topics from the Help menu to open the Help system. Use the Index tab 
in the Help dialog box to get help on any of the topics listed or use the Find tab to 
search for help by a specific word or phrase. 

DataSend Menus 

The DataSend menus contain DataSend\ functions and settings. Some of the 
functions can also be activated through the buttons on the Toolbar. Table 1 lists the 
menus, the items found within them, and the Toolbar buttons and keyboard 
shortcuts associated with a given function.

The Status Bar

menu item or the contents of a ToolTip box with more descriptive text. The Status 
Bar also shows the total number of POIs and Categories selected and a progress indi- 
cator whenever a file is transferred from DataSend to your GPS 315/320.

The POI Selection dialog box (Figure 2) contains tools for creating a region file and 
customizing the way in which POIs and the background maps display. The POI 
Selection dialog box has three tabs: Categories, Drawing Options, and Background 
Maps.

Using the Categories Tab 

The Categories tab (Figure 2) lists the POI categories (Name), a generic category 
description (Group), the source from which the POIs were obtained for each 
category (Source), and, after selecting a category, the number of POIs from that 
category appearing in the defined region (#). 

Select a category by clicking the check box next to it. Cancel a selection by clicking 
once again on the box. Four things happen when you select a category: 

• An X appears in the check box indicating that the category has been 
selected. No more than ten categories can be selected for any region file. If 
the limit is exceeded, a warning message appears indicating that the 
maximum number of categories has been reached, and no additional 
categories can be selected. 

• POIs from each selected category display on the map. 
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• The number of POIs from the selected category in the defined region is 
posted in the # column. 

* The Category Status field and the POI Availability Bar display the 
number of categories selected, the number of POIs from those categories in 
the region, and the remaining number of POIs that can be selected before 
reaching the maximum. 

The size of the blue bar in the POI Availability Bar represents the number of POIs in 
the region. If the number of POIs exceeds 19,820, the progress bar color changes from 
blue to red, and text indicates that you have exceeded the maximum. 



Click a column header to sort the POI categories, number, group, and source in ascending 
or descending order. 



If a category is selected before a region has been defined, "No Region Selected" will be 
displayed in the POI Availability Bar and "No Rgn" displays in the # column. 



For additional information on a category, right-click the Name field. The Category 
Information dialog box (Figure 3) opens.

Click the 
Apply button to enable your selections.

The short name format is used in the GPS 315/320. 

If you select Long POI Names, the entire name of the POI is displayed as provided 
by the source. 

By default, DataSend uses colored squares to mark POI locations. The color varies for 
each category selected. Icons can be displayed in place of the colored squares. How- 
ever, colored squares redraw faster than icons when adding or cancelling category se- 
lections, or when panning or zooming.

Using the Background Maps Tab 

The Background Maps tab (Figure 6) contains a list of settings that add detail to the 
map. Click on a check box to make a selection or cancel a selection. Selections are 
enabled automatically. 
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Background maps do not load to the GPS 315/320.

Working with DataSend Files 



DataSend supports two types of POI files. Region files (*.rgn) are created by the user 
through the POI Selection dialog box, and are selected from the Open dialog box. 

Restore files (*.bin) are duplications of the default POI data sets that are loaded in 
the GPS 315/320 at the factory. You can choose from four different restore files: 

• GPS 315 - World.bin 

• GPS 320 - Americas.bin 

GPS 320 - Asia & Australia.bin 

• GPS 320 - Europe & Africa.bin 

Restore files are selected from the Restore Default POIs dialog box. Only one region 
file or one restore file can be loaded into the GPS 315/320 at one time. 

Saving a Region File 

After creating a region file, you may want to save it for future use. 

1. Select Save As from the File menu to open the Save As dialog box. 

2. Enter a name in the File Name field. 

3. Click the Save button.

The file is saved in the DataSend folder unless you specify otherwise. Ena- 
bled background maps and drawing options are saved in the file with the 
POIs. 

Opening a Region File 

1. Select Open from the File menu. 

2. In the Open dialog box, navigate to and select the file you wish to open.

Transferring a Region File to the GPS 315/320 

After selecting a region and categories, the POIs need to be loaded to the GPS 315/ 
320 for use. Uploading POIs to the GPS 315/320 deletes any POIs and routes stored 
in the unit. 

1. Attach the Power/Data cable to the back of the GPS 315/320 (Figure 7).

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2. Connect the other end of the Power/Data cable to a COM port on your PC. 

3. Turn on the GPS 315/320. 

4. Within DataSend, verify that the region with the POIs you wish to upload 
is active. 

5. Select COM Setting from the GPS menu, and select the COM port to 
which the GPS 315/320 is attached. 

6. Select Transfer POIs in the GPS menu to open the Upload Description 

dialog box (Figure 8).

The Region field lists the active file name. 

The fields in the Upload Description dialog box can be edited by the user. 
Up to fifteen characters, including spaces between words, can be entered in 
each field. Any text entered in these fields is displayed in the GPS 315/320 
splash screen beneath the Magellan logo. 

1. Click OK to begin the transfer. 

The Status Bar displays a progress indicator during the transfer. 

Uploading requires approximately one minute per 1000 POIs being transferred. Do not 
disturb the GPS 315/320 during the transfer. 

To cancel the transfer, click the Cancel POI Transfer button [IB]. The POIs 
and/or routes stored in the GPS 315/320 will be deleted. 

8. Upon completing the file transfer, the GPS unit resets itself. 

Transferring a Restore File to the GPS 315/320 

Uploading Restore Files to the GPS 315/320 deletes any POIs and routes stored in the 
unit. 

1. Attach the Power/Data cable to the back of the GPS 315/320. 
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2. Connect the other end of the Power/Data cable to a COM port on your PC 
(Figure 7). 

3. Turn on the GPS 315/320. 

4. Within DataSend, select COM Setting from the GPS menu, and select the 
COM port to which the GPS 315/320 is attached. 

5. Select Restore Defaults in the GPS Menu. 

6. In the Restore Default POIs dialog box, select a file. 

7. Click OK to begin the transfer. 

The Status Bar displays a progress indicator during the transfer. This proc- 
ess takes about to 20 minutes. Do not disturb the GPS 315/320 during the 
transfer. 

To cancel the transfer, click the Cancel POI Transfer button [B]. The POIs 
and/or routes stored in the GPS 315/320 will be deleted. 

8. Upon completing the file transfer, the GPS unit resets itself.

Verify that: 

• the unit is powered on 

• the unit is connected to a COM port on your PC 

• the COM port selected in the GPS menu is correct 

• the GPS 315/320 baud rate is set to 4800 

• the GPS 315/320 is not set to output NMEA messages 


The Map takes too long to refresh 


• Turn off the POI Icons in the Drawing Options tab 
of the POI Selection dialog box. 

• Deselect POI Names in the Drawing Options tab of 
the POI Selection dialog box. 


The Map does not refresh after 
changing Drawing Options 


Click Apply or OK.
